That amount is currently being reviewed by the 
Michigan Parole Board to determine whether the amount is appropriate, or not. The $160.00 amount is 
based on my earning $5000 per month, minus my monthly bill and expense responsibilities (as with all 
other parolees). As of today, no decision has been made by Michigan, and I am continuing to pay the 
current amount as ordered by my parole officer. 

In November, a Detroit (NBC Affiliate) camera crew flew to Texas and followed me for over a week. Of 
Course they found that I was living a great law abiding, somewhat boring life, but questioned the 
monthly amount of my restitution payment, because (per the media story) of the cost of the monthly 
lease payments of the home that I live in. As you well know, my wife pays the lease (as she has done 
for the past 20 months, while I was incarcerated). These news stories prompted the current review of 
my monthly restitution payments by the Michigan Parole Board (I have FULLY complied with all 
request. I HAVE NOTHING TO HIDE). But also within this story, they tenaciously attacked the TDCJ, 
and their supposedly "soft" treatment of me. Within one week of that story, TDCJ officials visited me at 
my home, and abrupt sweeping changes were made; parole reporting requirements, number of 
contacts with parole officials, and even my opportunities to earn income were substantially changed. 
This has caused severe harm, in my ability to earn income, pay my court ordered restitution, and even 
the overall scheduling of my professional, personal and family obligations. 

Although, I am a resident of Tarrant County, and have been since 2009, my parole officer and reporting 
office was immediately changed, from a closer office, in Fort Worth, to one in Downtown Dallas. There 
are at least 3 other TDCJ parole offices closer to my home. This is a real problem for me, because we 
only have one vehicle. With my professional, personal and family responsibilities, this causes a great 
deal of issues for my family and me. This action, together with the fact that my contacts with parole 
have significantly increased, have caused the travel distance to become a serious problem. As a 
matter of fact, during the months of December and January, I was asked to come to the Dallas parole 
office on 9 separate occasions, as well as contacted by phone 21 separate times (I have all call logs), 
by multiple TDCJ parole officials from the Dallas Office (Many times there are multiple calls from 
multiple people, asking the same question, or asking for the same information). On numerous 
occasions, I have been asked to physically come down to the parole office on the day of the phone 
call, or even the next day without any prior notification. Yesterday, February 2nd, I was told to report 
to the Texas Work Commission, on today, February 3rd to register for a job. I am extremely confused 
about this, because 1) I have a job, and 2) They know that I don't have transportation. By the grace of 
God, I was given an extension, by Dallas Office officials, to Monday, February 6th to report to the 



Texas Work Commission. 

But most oppressive and troubling, are the changes that have taken place in my ability to travel. 
I earn income through Public/Motivational Speaking, Appearance Fees and Marketing. My 
parole officer, Ms. Menyfield, nor Dallas One Parole Supervisor, Micah Haley, (who both seem to 
be as confused as I with this "unprecedented" process for me only), have been stripped of any 
authority to approve travel on my behalf. According to the Dallas Parole Office my travel is to 
be approved by Field Operations Director Patrick Ivey, who is in Austin, TX. I have never met, 
nor spoken with Mr. Ivey, but I have called his office, in Austin several times, and left messages 
to do so. So many people are supervising me that I truly want to at least meet, and/or have a 
conversation with all of them. 

Since this change has taken place, it has essentially stopped any ability for me to earn income through 
my current means of employment. As booked dates for travel and income earning opportunities are 
being denied, TDCJ is imploring me to "look for a job", and seemingly simultaneously making the claim 
that I don't have a "real" one. This has significantly harmed my ability to take care of my family, and 
pay my court ordered restitution. I earned NO INCOME for the entire month of January, and had to 
borrow money to pay the monthly restitution. 

I was asked in December to do an exclusive interview, in New York City, with the Wall Street Journal 
at their Manhattan Headquarters. The Newspaper chose me, as well as my book, to profile for their 
redemption series (Which would have significantly helped me book more speaking dates & boost book 
sales). I was to be the third person after Michael Vick and Jalen Rose. It was only a one-night trip to 
New York, and ALL information was given to parole. After taking more than a week to respond, I was 
denied the opportunity to participate, apparently by Mr. Ivey. 

Just yesterday, I was denied another opportunity for earning income, when Mr. Ivey turned 
down, a trip to Cleveland apparently. I was to speak and host an auction for the American 
Heart Association in Cleveland on Saturday evening, February 10th. ALL of my travel and 
accommodations were being provided (like all the rest of the trips), and the organization is 
paying me a $1500 appearance fee. They are also allowing me to sale and sign books for the 
evening (100% of Book proceeds go to pay restitution). They have already advertised my being 
there, as well as, had me do RADIO DROPS for advertising on numerous radio stations in the 
Cleveland area. The Clear Channel Radio Station in town is doing a book giveaway (with my 
book) for raising awareness and dollars for the American Heart Association. I am to Co-Host 
the auction with one of their on-air personalities. My Plane ticket and Hotel has already been 
paid for by the organization. This information was given to parole, 10 days ago. I have also 
signed a contract with the organization that I will return the AIRLINE TICKET COST, if 
cancellation is my fault (I will attach the Cleveland Event contract to this email). 

I have also booked several other speaking engagements for the months of February, March and 
April as well: 

*February 17th-19th in Chicago ($3000) 
*February 25th-27th in Detroit ($1500) 
*March 28th Tom Joyner Book Club ($1500) 

*National Association of Black Public Administrators in Virginia Beach, VA ($5000) in April. 

ALL of these opportunities are also allowing me to sale and sign books as well. I can earn 
significantly more, as I told Mr. Haley (Dallas Parole Supervisor), but I am quite nervous about 
booking dates, and not being able to travel. As you know, many of these organizations need to 
know of my commitment well in advance of the event date, because of scheduling, marketing 
and organizing. My parole officer has told me, that I should give notice of my intention to travel 
at least 48 hours prior to the trip. I have given notice of these events far in advance of the 48- 
hour notice (24 in the your own TDCJ policy), and still have not received an answer for more 
than a week or two. This has forced organizations to spend far more dollars on airline tickets, 
and even worse find someone else to do their event. I have loss 3 events because of this new 
process as well (I can also forward this loss event information to you as well). This has not only 
hurt my ability to earn income, but has begun a conversation in this industry that I am unable to 
commit in a timely fashion. The cancellation in Cleveland would be devastating. 



ALSO, I don't believe that there are ANY jobs at the Texas Work Commission, where 1 could 
earn as much income as I could from what I am doing now. If it is TDCJ's mission to promote 
positive offender change through effective supervision, programs, and services, then please 
allow me to earn income to do just that. 

I am a first time non-violent offender. I am not on parole for a drug, violence or sex offender 
conviction. I have a college degree, as well as a law degree. I have not had any violations to 
my parole, and I have fully complied with ALL of my parole conditions, request and obligations. 
As a matter of fact, there has not been any concern, from TDCJ nor Michigan Officials, about 
my recommitting a crime, using drugs/alcohol, nor being a danger to anyone or anything in 
society. 

I understand that I am a "high-profile" parolee, but I am incredibly confused as to why I'm being treated 
differently from ANYONE else. As TDCJ is supervising me as a courtesy for Michigan, they are 
responsible for approving travel. I understand that the setting of my monthly restitution payment 
amount is the responsibility of the sending state (Michigan), but issues of travel, earning income, and 
opportunity to make a successful transition from prison to family and community is the responsibility of 
TDCJ. This matter of travel has nothing to do with Michigan. 

I am a citizen of the State of Texas, and I plan to continue to work, and raise my family here. My 
children have completed 3 grades in the Texas Schools, my wife is very involved in our community, 
and we all love it here. I have never asked for any special treatment, nor do I want to be treated 
especially bad. 

I am humbly and respectfully requesting that the seemingly discriminatory and arbitrary nature 
of my parole supervision cease. I would also respectfully request that you reconsider your 
decision to deny my booked engagement in Cleveland, Ohio. It would be the first income that I 
have earned in the New Year. I truly want to be able to earn income, pay the restitution that I was 
ordered to pay, and put my life back together.
